Ottawa. March 17.—An important 
decinlon waa rendered this morning 
| by the Hupreme Court of Canada 
when It allowed the appeal in the 
case of the Canadian Bank of Com¬ 
merce vs. Monroe, an Alberta appeal 
heard at the recent sitting of the 
court. Justices Idlngton and Mlg- 
nault dissented from the majority 
decision. 

A review of the case shows that 
the bank held a chattel mortgage 
from one Cline. The hank defaulted 
In filing a statement of renewal, 
with the consequence that while the 
mortgage remained effective "Inter 
partes.'* it ceased to be valid against 
creditors of the party making the 
sale and as against purchasers and 
mortgages in good faith for valuable 
consideration. 

SALE RECORDED 

Cline sold the mortgaged goods to 
a man called Monroe by bill of sale, 
which was recorded as prescribed by 
statute. * The goods were later seised 
by a bailiff under a distress warrant 
issued by the bank. This selsure 
was contested, and the Issue arose 
as to whether Monroe was a pur¬ 
chaser in good faith for valuable 
ct naideration. There was no doubt, 
it is stated, that the sale was not 
simulated, but was for valuable con- 
s|derat)oti. 

The Appellate Division of Alberta 
had held that if purchase was real, 
and if the motive of the purchaser 
was to acquire the properly, sold, 
and not to aid tiwvMBar-ittdifkU- 
ing the claim of the mortgagee, he 
met the exigency of the phrase "In 
good faith" even though he had full 
knowledge that the vendor had no 
title of right to sell the goods, that 
the title belonged to the mortgage *. 
and that the mortgage debt was un¬ 
paid This was so even though thv 
purchaser believed hia purchase 
would defeat the mortgagee's claim 
and defeat hia title. 

MUST PROTECT TITLE 

Chief Justice Anglin, writing the 
majority Judgment of the Hupreme 
Court, says he can not accept this 
view of the law. He concludes that 
a purchaser Is bound, aa between 
himself and his vendor, to protect | 
the right and title of third parties, j 
particularly when he knows any 
right or tlfle he may acquire must j 
defeat that of such third party—the 
hank In this case. He can not sither 
legally or morally be called a pur¬ 
chaser An good fhith. Chief Justice 
Anglin holds.. He is knowingly tak¬ 
ing part in dishonest dealing, he is 
assisting the vendor to commit a 
fraud, he can not establish In regard 
to such a dealing that "honesty in 
fa*L" which Is prescribed by the 
words "III good fslth." and hia bad 
faith Is not purged by any opinion 
that the law will protect the title 
purported lo be si va n. ___
